Specification 



1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification does not disclose "a light absorb layer 
composed of acrylic resin with a black coating". The specification only discloses "a 
black layer of an acrylic resin as the light absorbing layer 12" (page 7, lines 19-20; 
element 12 of Fig. 1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The original disclosure 
does not provide support for the newly recited feature " a light absorbing layer 
composed of acrylic resin with a black coating." Amended claim 1 new implies that the 
light absorbing layer is composed of two layers, i.e., an acrylic resin layer with a black 
coating layer.

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The specification does not disclose how to make a 
reflecting polarizing film including a laminated combination of a transparent scattering 
layer composed of a polyester resin and a light absorbing layer composed of acrylic 
resin with a black coating the reflecting polarizing film disposed below an outer surface 
of the first transparent substrate and having a surface of the black coating arranged on 
an outer side of the laminated combination. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/27/00 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the specification provides a specific example of a 
commercial product having this construction and one skilled in the art would be able to 
incorporate a laminated combination of a transparent scattering layer and a light 
absorbing layer to form a reflecting polarizing film. These arguments not persuasive 
because Applicant did not provide any evidence to support for the commercial product 
or the reflecting polarizing film which has the combination of a transparent scattering 
layer and a light absorbing layer. As apparent from Fig. 1 , when the light passes 
through the transparent scattering layer 1 1 , the light is scattered or diffused. Then, the 
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scattered light is absorbed by the light absorbing layer 12. Therefore, it is unclear how 
the transparent scattering layer 1 1 and the light absorbing layer 12 form the claimed 
reflecting polarizing film. 

Claim 1 and 2 are not rejected or indicated as allowable over the prior art of 
record because of the intended scope of the claims is unclear for the reason set forth in 
the above rejections.
